Annual  General  GPA  Meeting 


Notes 


The  Annual  General  G.P.A.  Meeting  was 
held  on  Tuesday,  January  19,   1982.  This 
meeting,  required  by  the  G.P.A.  Bylaws, 
is  held  to  elect  new  officers  to  the 
Association  and  to  report  on  the  busi- 
ness of  the  past  year. 

Although  main  posts,  including  pres- 
ident, vice-president    and  recording 
secretary,  remain  unfilled,  the  follow- 
ing people  will  handle  the  other  offi- 
ces and  committees  of  the  G.P.A.: 
Frank  Gualco  will  continue  as  Treasurer 
and  will  handle  the  membership  committee. 
Jane  Mutony  will  still  be  the  Corres- 
ponding Secretary.     Nelson  Combs  will 
head  the  Scouting  Committee  and  help 
in  fundraising.     Carol  Schatzberg  will 
be  the  co-ordinator  of  the  Glen  Park  News, 
and  Bob  Weiner  will  be  in  charge  of  dis- 
tribution.    Gail  McCollum  remains  the 
person  to  contact  for  tree  planting  in 
the  Glen  Park  area. 

The  committees  dealing  with  traffic 
problems  and  zoning  concerns  still  need 
people  to  head  them.     These  are  areas  of 
concern  for  all  Glen  Park  residents. 
Only  a  small  amount  of  time  is  needed  to 
keep  informed  on  these  issues  and  to  re- 
port back  to  the  G.P.A.  and  the  community. 
Volunteers  for  these  posts,  as  well  as 
for  the  main  offices  still  vacant,  would 
be  greatly  appreciated.

Disappointment  for 

Glen  Park  and 
Continental  Savings 

Mr.  Angelo  Maza,  President  of  Contin- 
ental Savings  and  Loan,  has  informed  the 
G.P.A.  that  the  construction  of  the  Con- 
tinental Savings  and  Loan  office  build- 
ing incorporating  a  Victorian  facade 
from  the  Western  Addition  has  become 
financially  infeasible.     This  building 
was  to  have  been  located  on  the  corner 
of  Diamond  and  Bosworth  and  was  to  house 
Continental  and  other  commercial  estab- 
lishments . 

Mr.  Maza  has  had  prepared  some  pre- 
liminary designs  for  an  alternative 
structure.     He  will  present  these  designs 
to  the  G.P.A.  board  at  the  next  meeting 
on  Tuesday,  February  16,  at  7:30  p.m.  in 
the  Glen  Park  Recreation  Center. 

Mr.  Maza  invites  Glen  Park  residents 
and  customers  to  come  and  discuss  these 
plans  and  to  offer  their  ideas  or  com- 
ments.

Meeting  Notes

Attending  the  Annual  Meeting  were  re- 
presentatives from  the  Ingleside  Police 
Station  and  from  the  Amalgamated  Trans- 
portation Union,  Local  1555,  representing 
BART  station  agents,  train  operators, 
clerks  and  foreworkers. 

First,  Officer  Peter  Mullony  intro- 
duced himself .     He  is  the  Community  Ser- 
vices Representative  from  Ingleside  Sta- 
tion.    Officer  Mullony  came  to  offer  his 
support  for  the  G.P.A.  and  to  let  it  be 
known  that  he  is  available  to  help  in 
organizing  activities  which  benefit  the 
community,  such  as  Project  SAFE.  Officer 
Mullony 's  position  is  new  at  Ingleside 
Station,  and  he  is  very  enthusiastic 
about  making  the  most  of  it  and  is  anx- 
ious to  help  the  G.P.A.  and  our  neigh- 
borhood in  any  way  possible. 


Then,  Officer  Kaye  Baxter,  who  is  in 
charge  of  issuing  permits  to  businesses, 
also  voiced  strong  support  for  keeping 
the  G.P.A.  alive.     As  an  example  of  the 
way  in  which  community  interest  affects 
the  permit  process,  he  told  this  story. 
Recently,  he  received  an  application 
for  a  permit  to  install  video  games 
in  Dario's  Pizza.     He  was  very  concerned 
about  the  adverse  affect  the  granting  of 
this  permit  would  have  on  the  Glen  Park 
business  area.     Fortunately,  he  was  able 
to  contact  Glen  Park  residents,  who  quick- 
ly spread  the  word.     Soon,  he  received 
a  very  large  response  from  residents  in 
opposition  to  the  permit.     The  response 
was  so  great,  in  fact,  that  Dario's  with- 
drew their  application. 

Both  officers  reminded  those  present 
that  unless  residents  take  an  active  roll 
in  the  concerns  of  their  community, 
things  will  occur  over  which  they  will 
have  no  control. 

Ingleside  Station  has  a  new  captain, 
John  (Jack)  Jordan,  who  is  highly  thought 
of  by  his  officers.     He  is  committed  to 
working  for  the  neighborhoods  in  his 
district,  but  he  needs  our  input  in  or- 
der to  keep  communication  going  and  to 
help  make  Glen  Park  a  safe  place  in  which 
to  live  and  conduct  business. 


Following  the  presentation  by  the  of- 
ficers, Sadie  Gully,  BART  union  repre- 
sentative and  station  agent  at  Glen  Park 
station,  spoke  about  the  Community  Out- 
reach Program  recently  implemented  by  the 
union.     This  program  offers  help  in 
community  drives  and  will  provide 
speakers  to  explain  how  to  use  the  BART 
system.    Ms.  Gully  supported  the  contin- 
uation of  the  G.P.A.  and  she  offered  to 
help  the  G.P.A.  coordinate  a  Community 
Information  Day  at  Glen  Park  Station  in 
order  to  explain  the  functions  of  the 
G.P.A.  to  area  residents.
